This 
accounts for the remarkable discrepancy be- 
tween the reports of typhoid fever cases made 
to the Health Department and the admitted 
number of cases in existence in the city. 

Dr. Belfield said the known pollution of the 
Lake View, Hyde Park, and Town of Lake 
water supply would bea serious menace to 
Chicago in case of a cholera epidemic, The 
causes that lead to the spread of typhoid fever 
are the same as those that encourage the 
spread of cholera. While he aimitted the 
easy precaution of boiling all water used 
would check the spread of either disease, still 
the negligence of water-users would undoubt- 
edly obtain should a visit of cholera occur. 

The difference between the number of 
burial permits issued for typhoid fever cases 
and the number of cases of the disease re- 
ported is explained in this way: While the 
Health Department cannot compel physicians 
to make reports it can refuse to issue a burial 
permit unless the cause of ‘death is given. 
When it comes to leaving a body go unburied 
a physician will give the actual cause of 
death.

COMBINATION IN SPRING WHEAT FLOUR 


All the Mills Are Said to Have Agreed on 
Output and Prices. 

Niagara Falls, N. Y., Sept. 27.—(Special. ] 
—A Buffalo miller in this city today makes 
known that the spring wheat flouring mills of 
the United States are now engaged fn clamp- 
ing together a combination calculated to put 
to shame all other trusts in that it will have 
for its objects the control of the sptuig wheat 
supply of the country and the dictation of 
prices. The spring wheat flour makers have 
tried before to regulate prices, but without 
success. 

The idea arose at the recent meeting of the 
Millers Association and has been ‘working | 
since; not under written articles of agree- 
ment, but on the honor of the millers them- 
selves, 

The plan formulated in Minneapolis looks 
clever, A minimum price will be established; 
none of the members of the combine will be 
allowed to sell below it, but they are at lib- 
erty to get as much more s they can. 

The millers were confronted by overpro* 
duction, the market being flooded with from 
10,000,000 to 15,000,000 barrels. - This 
will be prevented by foremg all mills to re- 
duce their output 10 per cent, taking 8,000. 
000 barrels out of the markets in a year. 
Should any mill refuss to reduce its output 
when ordered it will have to pay 10 cents a 
“barrel for all manufactured over. Blanks are 
now in the hands of ali the millers to be filled 
out witha statemer the total output to 
Sept. 1, the > mille, and the 
amount of flour sold in the do- 
mestic markets. Tt tatements are to be 
certified to and the totals of production will 
form the basis of operating the trust and de- 
terminmg the amount to be made by the dif.

HIS LAST CHANCE AT SCHOFIELD. 
Capt. Arme’s Action Precipitated by the 
General's Approaching Retirement. 

The sensation incident at Washington was 
precipitated by the fact that Gen. Schofield 
retires today, 

After forty-four years’ continuous serv- 
ice in the Army of the United 
States he will take his place on 
the retired list, to be succeeded, in 
all probability, by Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles. Gen. Schofield has reached the age 
limit, 64 years, and for that reason his retire- 
ment is compulsory. Gen. Miles will not suc- 
ceed ‘to the rank of Lieutenant-General, for 
that is conferred only by special act of 
Congress, but he will be the ranking Major 
General of the United States army, with 
station at Washington if the President ap- 
proves, and in army circles there seems to 
be no doubt of Mr. Cleveland’s intention to 
name Gen. Miles for the vacancy for which 
by rank he is the logical candidate. 

Gen. Thomas H. Ruger, who for a short 
time was in command of the Department of 
the Missouri, with headquarters in Chica- 
go, ranks next to Gen., Miles and will suc- 
ceed him in command of the Department of 
the East, with headquarters at Governor's 
Island, N. 

Gen. Ruger is now in Washington on 
special in connection with the revis- 
ion of ot regulations.

In spite of all the gossip and speculation to | 
the contrary it has been definitely decided 
that Gen. Nelson A. Miles, now commanding , 
the Military Department of the East, with 
headquarters at vernor’s Island, Nen 
York, will succeed Lieut.-Gen, Schofield ; 
as Commanding General of the army upon 
the latter’s retirement from active service. 
All questions in the cage are disposed of 
in the face of the law which makes Gen. 
Miles the ranking Major-General of the 
army after Sept. 80.

The Government of the United States has in 
the vaults of its Treasury over 16,000 tons of sil- 
ver in coin and bullion.

It could not cansist- 
ently refuse Neew York the use of the silver now 
in storage.

Judge Payne Yesterday Ends a Somewhat

While Mr. Snively was in 
charge of a parish in Troy, N. T., his wife 
left him. The separation caused talk. Mr.“ 
Snively asked Bishop Doane of Albany to 
Sg into the trouble and if he found that 
Mr. Snively was to blame he would resign 
-his charge. Bishop Doane looked into the 
matter and Mr. Snively staid in his church. 
Shortly after this he came to Chicago. Mrs. 
Snively began a suit for divorce under Ver- 
mont laws on the charge of cruelty. She 
could not sustain the charge. Then she 
went to California and instituted 4. 
proceedings. Mr. Snively then went to Troy 
and brought suit for divorce on the ground 
of infidelity.

DE. COX SAYS THOMAS MYERS IS ALIVE. 


Mysterious Action of the Indiana Doctor, 
Who Was Charged with Murder. 


Elwood, Ind., Sept. 27.—[{Special.]—Anoth- 
er sensational surprise in the famous Cox- 
Myers mystery was sprung on the Forest- 
ers this evening, who charged Dr. Thomas 
A. Cox with having murdered his nephew, 
Thomas Myers. Dr. Cox made a state- 
ment to certain reputable and reliable par- 
ties that Myers is alive. 

He further is alleged to have stated that 
Myers was with him all the time he has 
been absent from the city to avoid arrest 
on the charge of murder. He did not state 
where he is at present, but it is thought 
when Cox wants him he will put in an ap- 
pearance. 

Cox has never made any demand for My- 
ers’ life insurance money. He stated to- 
day that his suit against the Supreme Lodge 
of Foresters at Toronto for $100,000 would 
be filed in the United States District Court 
at Indianapolis. He said the action for 
damages would be based not only upon the 
warrant charging himewith murdering My- 
ers but upon certain utterances of C. F. 
Lespanard, Deputy Supreme High Chief 
Kanger, who was instrumental in causing 
the warrants to be issued, and who is al- 
leged to have stated he had indisputable 
proof that Cox had murdered Myers by 
roisoning him. |

TURKEY IS FORCED TO BACK DOWN, 


; United States Minister’s Demand Regard-

Constantinople, Sept. 27.—An Armenian 
named Guedjian, who claimed to be a citizen 
of the United States, was recently sentenced 
to a longterm of imprisonment upon the 
charge of being an emissary of an Armenian 
revolutionary society. 

The United States Consul at Aleppo, where 
Guedjiun was confined, was not allowed by 
the authorities to visit the prisoner. Mr. 
Alexander W. Terrell, the United States Min- 
ister to Turkey, demanded of the Sublime 
Porte that sentence in the case of Guedijian 
de suspended until it could be ascertained 
whether or not he had forfeited the right of 
protection by the United States. 

The Porte has now telegraphed to the 
authorities at Aleppo to ailow the United 
States Consul to investigate the case and to 
see the prisoner. 

Varna, Sept. 27.—Advices from Antioch 
state that Ottoman officials there have suc- 
ceeded in exciting Mussuimans with a report 
of un impending massacre by Armenians. As 
a result of this Mussulmans, accompanied by 
police, raided an Armenian church and 
searched the building for arms. The Armen- 
lans resisted, and in the conflict which ensued 
ten of them were killed.

MIGHT. IMPROVE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Marquis of Londonderry Hopes the Union- 
ists Will Try It. 

London, Sept. 27.—Responding to a toast 
to the House of Lords ata banquet given at 
Ripon tonight the Marquis of Londonderry 
said that he thought the House of Lords 
could be improved in many ways and he 
hoped that the Unionists would grapple with 
the question. ‘The House of Lords might 
hereafter have to oppose the House of Com- 
mons in measures not so unpopular as the 
home rule measure. Therefore he wished it 
to be so strong that no stone could be cast at 
its action. 

The Daily Chronicle, an organ of the Lib- 
eral party, states that the leaders of the Con- 
servative party intend to have the House of 
Lords an elective body, either adopting the 
principle already exist in relation to Scot- 
tish peers sitting in 12 of Lords, or to 
have the House of Commons elect an upper 
chamber from the peerage.

Because the Body of Which He Is the 


Head Had Adjourned He Declines to 
Reconvene It to Enable Capiases to Be 
Secured for the Arrest of Many Per- 
sons=Investigation as to the Death of 
George Fucik Is Continued#»Only Two 
Witnesses Are Examined. | 

Foreman Wathier has heeps of trouble 
on his hands these days, and his brother 
jurymen say most of it comes from his own 
stubbornness and peculiar actions. Yester- 
day Assistant State's-Attorney Lynch hada 
big batch of jail-case indictments ready fo~ 
the jurors to sign and was on his way to the 
jury-room when that body adjourned for the 
day. Mr. Lynch explained the nature of his 
errand and the jurors returned to their roora 
willing to reconvene the session and sign the 
indictments so the offenders could be ar- 
raigned in court today. Foreman Wathier, 
however, objected to this, saying! 

Woe have closed our business for the day 
and don't propose to reopen it just to suit 
the convenience of the State’s-Attorney. 1 
will not reconvene the jury.“ 

It was in vain Mr. Lynch explained that it 


Was no personal favor either to Mr. Kern or

After two witnesses 
were called, however, it was agreed to cut 
oft further effort for the day and the matter 
scands first on the call for this morning. 

The case as it is now before the grand jury 
affects only the responsibility of the men 
who killed George Pucik. After indictments 
are returned for Attendants Gough and An- 
derson, which need not be delayed longer 
than the examination of four or five wit- 
nesses, it is expected the grand jurors will 
investigate the general situation at the 
County Asylum. 

But two witnesses were called before the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon. Supt. 
Morgan was first heard and he was detained 
something more than a half hour. He was 
questioned as to the details of the Pucik 
tragedy and how it became known two at- 
tendants were at the bottom of it. Super- 
visor Connolly was the second witness and 
he spent a long time in the jury-room.

GRAIN STORAGE FIGHT GROWS WARM, 


Elevator Meu Petition the Court to Set 
Aside the Commission's Order, 

The fight between the elevator men and the 
Roard of Trade has again been brought into 
the Cook County courts. This time it is 
in the shape of petitions for writs of certior- 
ari. Some of the petitions were filed yester- 
day in the Circuit Court. The petitioners 
are: South Chicago Elevator company, Cen- 
tral Elevator company, Charles Counsel- 
man, the Chicago Elevator company, Santa 
Fé Elevator and Dock company, Edson 
Keith, the Chicago and Pacific Elevator 
company, and George Seaverns. The peti- 
tions are directed against the State Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, whose mem- 
bers are: W. S. Cantrell, George W. Fithian, 
and Thomas Gahan. The court is asked to 
command the Commissioners to certify and 
bring into the Circuit Court a transcript of 
all proceedings had in the matter of the com- 
plaint made against the petitioners and in- 
stituted by John C. Ross and John Hill Jr. 
as a committee of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, charging violation of the railroad 
and warehouse law and asking for the can- 
cellation of the petitioners’ licenses. 

It is shown that upon the day set for the 
hearing of the complaints, March 26, 1805, 
the petitioners made a motion before the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission to dis- 
miss the complaints for want of jurisdiction, 
but that after consideration the Commis- 
sioners overruled the motion. The petition- 
ers represent that they are unable to deter- 
mine what particular violation of the laws 


of the State of Illinois they are charged 


with. 

It is also shown that the petitioners did 
not at any time produce any evidence before 
the Commission, but, on the other hand, de- 
clined to do so on the express ground that 
the commission had no jurisdiction. The 
petitioners say that for a great many years 
they have been in the business of public 
warehousemen of grain and they are willing 
to receive and store all grain in good condi- 
tion that may be offered to the full capacity 
of their warehouses. Only on occasions 
when the warehouses were not filled with 
grain belonging to other persons, declare 
the petitioners, have they stored grain be- 
longing to themselves in their elevators. 
The petitioners deny the jurisdiction of the 
Railroad and Warehouse COmmission to en- 
ter the order and aver if the latter be not 
yacated by lawful authority the commission 
will utterly destroy their business. The en- 
tire proceeding before the commission, it is 
charged, ws irregular and illegal and the 
court is ask.d to inspect the record. 


RETURN TRUE BILLS BY SOORES. 


Hammond Grand Jury Works Actively 
Among Nicholson Law Violators, 


Hammond, Ind., Sept. 27.—{Special.}—From 
present indications Lake County's grand 
jury investigation of the extent of the viola- 
tions of the Nicholson law will develop into a 
series of contests and much litigation. 

Lake County has in the neighborhood of 
200 saloons, and it is said not one of them 
has escaped. While the grand jury now in 
session has returned but 200 true bills it is 
given out that double that number will fol- 
low. The jury will not be able to complete 
its work before Oct. 8. 

Three weeks ago Chief of Police Malo, by 
order of Mayor Mott, issued an order that 
saloons would have to be kept closed Sun- 
days, that women must be kept out of them, 
and that no business must beédone after 
midnight. For awhile the order was ob- 
served by the majority. Lately the Chief's 
orders were regarded as a dead letter. Many 
saloonkeepers in the heart of the city have 
not removed the screens, and those that did 
1 with this feature stained the window 
glass. 

City Marshal Walker said this afternoon 
he had been informed by one in position to 
know that every police officer, constable, 
and deputy sheriff in Lake County would be 
indicted by the present grand jury for not 
enforcing the law. 

No one here seems to know who started 
the crusade against the liquor men. Nearly 
every clergyman in the county has appeared 
before the grand jury, but at whose request 
they were summoned is not given out. 

Prosecutor Thomas H. Heard was in the 

c'ty this morning. He is a friend of the 
temperance people. He said it was useless 
for the grand jury to bring in so many in- 
dictments, as the docket is now larger than 
ean be handled by the court, even if it ran 
day and night.

We go to Texas next 
Tuesday, in spite of this declaration or any 
more that may come from the same source. 
Furthermore, things might not go exactly 
as Gov. Culberson wishes them to. The 
Texas Legislature was against him at the 
last session. -If the Legislature convenes in 
answer to this special call it might act in 
opposition to his wishes, or it might refuse 
to take up the question of the fight at all, 
and, if it does take it up, refuse to pass a law 
against prise-fighting.“ 

Brady was asked if the fight might not take 
place in Mexico. No, sir-ee,” said Brady, 
emphatically, ‘‘no Mexico in mine. There 
are other places, many of them. There is 
a standing offer of a $20,000 purse for the 
the fight. It was made by a thoroughly re- 
sponsible man, who guarantees to pull the 
fight off within 250 miles of, Dallas. And, 

more, he agrees te put up the 
money in advance and is willing to forfeit 
the entire amount in case his plans fall 
through.” 
„Win Corbett accept this offer?“ 
“He will, gladly,”” was the reply. “ He 
will fight, moreover, if he has to put up the 
nurse himself.

I can’t help believing, however, that Fitz- 
simmons is acting unfairly about the ref- 
eree. After’ my appearance in Madison 
Square Garden next Monday night I am 
going to Texas, and I shall certainly not 
come back until Fitz and I fight it out.“ 

Speaking of Gov. Culberson’s call for an 
extra session of the Texas Legislature, the 
champion said he thought Dan Stuart knew 
more about the situation down there than 
any.one else. “I don’t know anything about 
the Governor or the Legislature. If Dan 
Stuart says it’s all right, it’s all right, and 
there is the end of it, so far as I am con- 
cerned.’’

I understand Valkyrie cost the Dun- 
raven syndicate $80,000, with designer’s 
fees, and I am prepared to spend an equal 
sum. I shail call the boat after the colony 
where I made my greatest successes, Weat 
Australia. It will be a fin-keel craft, and will 
be built upon somewhat similar lines to 
Brittania. I cannot disclose the measure- 
ments yet. 

The acceptance of Mr. Rose’s challenge 
for the America cup will préclude the possi- 
bility of my racing in 1896, but I shall have 
my yacht ready in 1897. In this enterprise 
Iam associated with a syndicate of wealthy 
yachtsmen and sportsmen. I am ready to 
sail anywhere. Any water that is good 
enough for Defender is good enough for me. 
The challenge will be sent to tne United 
States soon. The question as to who shall de- 
aign West Australia has not yet been settled. 
I am negotiating with four foreigners,.“

Sheriff Hayes’ Affidavit Disconcerts Indi- 
ana’s Executive—Roby’s Quietus. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 27.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Matthews and Attorney-General 
Ketcham were feeling particularly blue to- 
day over the strong fight which the racing 
mien have kept up to establish permanent 
racing in Lake County. Attorney-General 
Ketcham says there is nothing to prevent 
the Sheffield track opening tomorrow for a 
fifteen days’ meeting, but Gov. Matthews is 
under the impression that the Sheffield peo- 
ple will not race tomorrow, but will wait for 
the decision of Judge Shirley in the supple- 
mental injunction tomorrow. Gov. Mat- 
thews has received a copy of the affidavit 
of Sheriff Hayes of Lake County, in which 
the officer says that the race tracks are a 
good thing for the county and that the meet- 
ings are attended by respectable people. 
Said the Governor: What can I do when 
the man we have depended on to help us 
close Roby comes out with a statement like 
this?’’ At this the Attorney-General said: 
“Well, 1 will stop these Chicago race meet- 
ings next year if I have to move my family 
to Roby and camp out all summer.“ 

The State officials are informed of the 
scheme to have three race tracks at Roby 
next year and thus give continuous racing 
without technically violating the law. In 
regard to this the Governor does not know 
what to say. He believes, however, that it 
can be shown that the meetings are conduct- 
ed by the same management and on this 
score he hopes to have the Supreme Court 
sustain another injunction. From all ap- 
pearances the officials are ready to lay 
down this season and take a fresh start 
next spring. 

The Supreme Court this afternoon re- 
fused to grant a rehearing in the appealed 
injunction case. This settles Roby track 
this season,

MINNESOTA’S POPULATION 1,573,350. 


This Is a Gain of 271,524 Since the Census 
of 1890. 

The Pioneer-Press of Sept. 26 presents a 
complete synopsis of the results of the recent 
State vensus of Minnesota. population 
by this count is shown in comparison with the 
figures of the Federal census of 1890, with 
the gain in each case, and in the tables of 
Congressional districts is shown the percent- 
age of gain for each county. Every county 
in the State shows an increase, and this ag- 
gregate gain is 271,524. The greatest per. 
centage of gain is shown by those counties in 
the pine forests of the northern part of the 
State and in the Sixth Congressional District 
generally, the district showing a gain of 44 
per cent. The agricultural section, em brac- 
ing the western half of the State and compris- 
ing the Second and Seventh Districts, shows 
a gain of about 26 per cent. 

Jn the whole the southern portion of the 
State shows a gratifying gain when compared 
with the northern section, taking into account 
the vastly greater quantity of unoccupied 
land the north has to offer to settlers. One 
noticeable feature about the growth in the 
southeastern section of the State is the fact 
that Wabasha, Goodhue, Fillmore, and Hous- 
ton Counties, which showed a decrease be- 
tween 1880 and 1890, have within the last 
five years regained all that they hadlost. The 
figures follow:

Christ Reformed Episcopal Church 
has been undergoing a thorough course of 
repairs during the summer. The decorations 
have been conducted under Tiffany & Co. of 
New York, and the resultisa marvel in ar- 
tistic effect and subdued elegance. The color 
scheme isa combination in bronze and red 
and gold interwoven with aluminum leaf, The 
ensemble is a soft and harmonious “coloring. 
The chancel, where the finest work has been 
done, has a broad border in mosaic of red 
and green and silver and is a study 
in decorative mosaic.

Equal and honest enforcement of all laws; a 
proper observance of a day of rest and an or- 
derly Sunday; modifications or repeal of laws un- 
supported by pudlie opinion; no unjust sump- 
tuary laws; no bive laws; recognition of the 
fundamental American principle of freedom of 
conscience; home rule in excise as well as in other 
matters, within reasonable limitations established 
to protect the interests of temperance and moral- 
ity, and an amendment of the excise and other 
laws by the Legislature of the State which shall 
permit each municipality expressing its senti- 
ments by a popular vote of a majority of its citi- 
zens to determine within such proper legislative 
restrictions as shall be required by the interests 
of the entire State what may best suit its special 
necessities and conditions. 


This plank seems to begin with an in- 
dorsement of Commissioner Roosevelt, for 
the. Democratic Sunday saloon-closing law 
never was equally and honestly enforced in 


New York City until he came on the scene, 


Prior to that time it was unequally and dis- 
honestly enforced by Tammany. Evidently

Why did not 
these Democrats confess that their law was 
intended to be a sham so far as protecting

only because it is being honestly enforced 
and they are not getting any blackmail out 
of it? 


CULBERSON AND THE PRIZE FIGHT. 

The fact that the bookmakers are still bet- 
ting three to one that the Corbett-Fitzsim- 
mons prize fight will take place in Dallas 
is a trustworthy guide to the amount of 
importance attached by the public to Gov. 
Culberson’s assembling of the Texas Leg- 


islature for the purpose of preventing the 


fight by special legislation. Bookmakers 
are reprehensible persons, but they cannot 
justly be accused of risking their money un- 


less there is something more than a fair 


chance of profit by the operation. 

The fact of the matter is that the procla- 

mation is evidence of weakness in the cause 
of decency. It proves that the present laws 
are powerless to stop the prize-fighters’ 
proceedings. If Texas is to be spared the 
shame this exhibition of brutality would in- 
fallibly bring upon it only the Legislature 
can be depended upon, and anybody who is 
familiar with an average Legislature in 
Texas knows that dependence of that sort 
would be wofully misplaced. Gov. Culber- 
son might as reasonably expect the Ken- 
tucky Legislature to pass a law prohibiting 
the manufacture of whisky as to expect 
the Texas Legislature to legislate against 
this prize fight. The citizens of Texas are 
virile, brave, and honest men, but they no- 
toriously lack the finer instincts that lead 
citizens of older and less rough communi- 
ties to find only material for disgust in the 
spectacle of two bruisers battering each 
other for money. The bulge in a Texan’ 3 
hip is not made by his heart. 
It looks therefore as if the fight will take 
place notwithstanding the almost universal 
desire in the greatest part of the country 
that it be prevented. But, whatever the 
result of the Governor's action, whether 
or not the Legislature will enact the nec- 
ersary law, at least Gov. Culberson has re- 
Meved himself of the burden of responsibil- 
‘tty. At least it has been demonstrated that 
the chief executive officer of the largest 
of the States is not a ruffian. 


A NEW SILVER PROPOSITION. 

Winfield, in Cowley County, Kas., is 
entitled to the honor of being the home 
of a man who has sprung upon a waiting 
world a new proposition for the treatment 
of the silver question.

BARBARISM IN EVANSTON. 

The account given by the County Commis- 
sioners who investigatéd the Industrial 
School for Girls at Evanston of the 
manner in which that institution is 
conducted is sharply shocking. But 
is not surprising to anybody who 
ig not blinded by his own  kind- 
ness of heart to the facts of human nature 
as they are revealed by every investigation 
into asylums, jails, poorhouses, and other 
places where the helpless are maintained 
at public expense. 

The county pays $10 a month for every girl 
who is committed to the Industrial School, 
and the money is expended by the managers 
of the school as pleases them. There is no 
gheck upon them, except the check of death, 
and that is the only thing they fear. As 
long as the girls do not demand more money 
for coffins and for graves from the public 
the managers are comparatively safe, They 
may keep their charges in constant contact 
with starvation, but they must not starve 
them to death. They may feed them on oat- 
meal and give them only, water to drink, 
but they must manage somehow to keep 
them just alive. They may clothe them in 
rags in the bitter winter weather, but they 
must not let them freeze all over. 

The county does not care what these poor, 
friendless wretches suffer, but they must not 
cost more than $10 a month per head. If 
the managers can maintain them on the 
narrow edge between life and death for less 
than $10 a month apiece that is their busi- 
ness, not the county’s, and they are wel- 
come to the $7 or $8 a month they may save, 
if they can save it, and put into their own 
pockets. It does not matter if these girls 
are half-frozen. and half-starved, if they 
are squalid and filthy, if they are ignorant, 
if they are depraved, if they are rotting 
body and soul. It does not matter to the 
managers, for these are not their children, 
but mere profit-yfelding goods. It does not 
matter to the county, for it is relieved of 
the trouble and responsibility of taking care 
of them. It does not matter to anybody, 
for those of us who have hearts are too 
busily engaged in having them wrung by 
¢ruelty in Cuba, and China, and Armenia to 
spare any time to these poor, unfortunate, 
and uninteresting devils on our doorstep. 
All our symipathy is needed by Mrs. May- 
brick in an English prison and by the un- 
happy men who are so fond of liquor they 
are impelled to beat their wives and cannot 
help getting into jail. We have none for 
these brats. They ought to have known 
better, or at least their parents ought. 

, And meanwhile nearly a hundred of hap- 
jess, hopeless, irresponsible young girls are 
huddled together in godly and righteous 
Evanston, victims to barbarism more atro- 
cious and fo dishonest parsimony meaner 
than any under which Armenia and Cuba 
Are groaning.

IRON PRICES AND HISTORY. 
Engineering News sounds a note of warn- 
ing to the iron trade. It says tha: in 1879 
prices rose nearly the same as they have 
done the last half year, and in 1880 they 
“came down with a run.” The normal 
price for pig iron five or six years later was 
very near the lowest price touched during 
the long period of depression that preceded 
the resumption of specie payments in 1879. 
In the last half of that year pig iron ad- 
vanced 62.7 per cent, and it rose another 31 
per cent in the next thirty days. The ad- 
vance since last March is 72.5 per cent, and 


be a further jump. If history repeats itself 
there will be a rise to $22.80 by November 
and then a drop to $13 by next April, the de- 
line being at first slow and then more rapid. 
Also it would be found that the lowest 
price of the depressed period recently passed 
through would beceme the normal price for 
‘iron a few years hence. To this it may be 
said that the further advance is not prob- 
‘able; in fact, the market has weakened since 
‘the article was written. There now is a 
greater plenty of production than in 1879, 
‘when the capacity of the plants had been 
‘much reduced through a long season of 


‘There is a widely augmented use for iron 
and steel, but the facilities are equal to the 
call upon them and are being enlarged, the 
latter fact probably having a great deal to 
do with the recent shading off in prices. 

But also, it is said, there is an inordinate 


ö profit in making pig iron at present figures. 


‘They are $3 above those of the prosperous 
year 1892, though the cost of making is less, 
‘while that cost bids fair to be further re- 
‘duced in the near future with the drawing 
on new sources for ore that can be worked 
with the-steam shovel, the employment of 
/ vessels carrying larger cargoes, and the use 
of new and more economical furnaces. Car- 
negie is building some of these and is quoted 
as saying he was anxious to get them into 
| operation soon enough to pay for themselves 
So it may be supposed he 
does not expect the present high range of 
prices to be maintained several years into 
the future. 

The New York Journal of Commerce says 
| that a profit of $3 per ton would pay in a sin- 
| gle year the cost of constructing a furnace 
with an annual capacity of 100,000 tons; 
that these new furnaces will compete for 
business as soon as they are started up, 
and will be able to produce more cheaply 
than older and smaller ones. The latter 
will not give up the fight immediately, and 
the profits of making pig iron will decline 
towards the level of profits in general busi- 
ness, while the tendency towards lower 
cost for the raw material will proceed with 
the tenden¢y toward a lower rate of profit. 
Hence it is not unlikely that in this respect 
history will repeat itself, and that in a few 
years the normal price of iron will not be 
very different from the lowest point touched 
during the depression.

DUN & CO. SAY HOME PRICES ARE 


AGAINST FREE EXPORT, 


Supplies Carried Over from Last Year Help 


Manufacturers Abroad=Quotations of 
Goods Advance Each Week=Wheat Ex- 


cited and Higher—Condition of Iron aad

Ppeculation. 

New York, Sept. 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: 

‘The speculation in cotton has lifted the 
price % during the last week, and quotations 
here are so much higher than at Liverpool 
that free exports cannot be expected. It 
seems no longer possible to hope for a good 
crop, and Neill Bros. have issued a circular 
predicting a yield of only 7,000,000 bales. 
The accounts of injury and loss grow more 
dismal each week, and while they may be 
somewhat exaggerated the general outlook 
is decidedly unfavorable. 

“But for the extraordinary supplies car- 
ried over from last year the manufacturer 
abroad would be in trouble. But prices of 
goods rise each week, adding to the profit of 
mills, which on both sides of the ocean can 
use for some time to come old cotton bought 
at low prices. It is not yet clear how far 
the consumption will support the manufac- 
ture at the present rate and at present prices 

r goods, though the demand from dealers 
is naturally urgent, while the market for 
the raw material is constantly rising. There 
is still some chance of a strike in the Fall 
River mills, though the rise in prices will 
make it easier for the mills to grant some ad- 
vance in wages. 

The wheat market has been excited with- 
out much discoverable reason, and the price 


nas advanced over 5 cents for spot and 2% 


cents for December deliveries. It may be 
said that crop prospects abroad are not 
quite as favorable as they were a month ago. 
and with a short supply, at best, in this 
country, the market is liable to be unusually 
sensitive. estern receipts for the weck 
have been 5,601,568 bushels, against 5,432. 
254 last year, and for the month 22,393,228 
bushels, against 21,923,883 last year. The 
exports from Atlantic ports, flour included, 
have been 1,887,501 bushels for the week, 
against 2,440,554 last year, and for the last 
four weeks 7,524,631 bushels, against 8,772,- 
218 last year. Holders of corn have judicious- 
ly declined to ‘sympathize’ with wheat to 
a great extent, and the price is practically 
unchanged. Pork and hog products are all 
somewhat lower. 

Nothing is clear about the iron and steel 
manufacture, but some of the largest Pitts- 
burg concerns, professing to have orders for 
many months ahead, are bidding for small 
contracts in Eastern markets at $1 to $1.50 
per ton less than the quoted rate. Some say 
it is done to depress the market and again 
it is thought that the object may be to buy 
material, but contracts have been made at 
the East for 250,000 tons of foreign ore to be 
used in Bessemer iron making at Eastern 
furnaces, and the termination of the Mar- 
quette strike sets free about half a million 
tons more of Bessemer ore within the period 
of lake navigation. 

“There is also a halt in the advance of 
leather, no higher prices having been record- 
ed this week, though hides are, on the whole, 
a shade stronger. 

“The advance in wool at London sales 
stimulated the speculation here, but prices 

e, on the whole, unchanged and sales have 

en for the month 384,675,970 pounds, of 

hich 10,566,870 were foreign, against 31,- 
021,000 for the same week of 1892, of which 
9,523,900 were foreign. While the demand 
for dress goods continues fair there is no 
discoverable improvement in men’s woolens 
and the importations continue very heavy. 

“Failures for the week have been 216 in 
the United States, against 235 last year, and 
fifty in Canada, against fifty-five last year.”

JUDGE JENKINS ACCEPTS RECEIV- 
ERS’ RESIGNATIONS. 


Will Name Their Successors at Once Al- 


dace F. Walker Suggested as One of the 
New Appointees=— Vigorous Protests 
Against Immediate Action by the Court 
«Main Point of the Decision—Advisa- 
bility of Appointing Only Two Officers | 
Under Consideration. | 
Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 27.—{Special.J— 
Judge Jenkins this afternoon accepted the 
resignation of Receivers Oakes, Payne, and 
Rouse of the Northern Pacific railroad, and 
announced that he would name their succes- 
sors tomorrow. The name of Aldace F. 


Walker of Chicago is suggested as one of 
the new receivers, and it is thought probable 


The representatives of the Farmers’ Loan 
and Trust company and of the various bond- 
holders’ reorganization committees vigor- 
ously protest against an immediate accept- 
ance of the resignations, on the ground that 
it will result in injury to the road and that 
they wanted time to bring about a confer- 
ence between the Judges along the line, so 
as to effect an amicable settlement of the 
difficulty between the various factions. 

Judge Jenkins’ decision in no way settles 
It is evident 
the court here still maintains it has primary 
jurisdiction in the case. The attorneys 
say the question cannot be decided now 
until an ap l is had to the Appellate 
Court or to the United States Supreme Court. 

Herbert Turner said to the court today 
that asa result of a conference between prac- 
tically all the interests involved it had been 
agreed to ask the court not to accept the 
resignations at this time; it WOuld take time 
to find men competent to fill the places. The 
Northern Pacific must be managed as one 
road and one system. 

John C. Spooner replied that up to a re- 
cent date eo gang had been treated by all 
the courts and all the parties as the court 
of primary jurisdiction. The receivers did 
not feel called upon to recognize the primacy 
of the Washington court’s jurisdiction. They 
could net serve two masters. They could 
not with justice to themselves or to the trust 
accept the control of two courts,which might 
be conflicting. The resignations had been 
tendered in good faith in the hope that it 
might avert a double receivership. 

James G. Flanders said a double receiver- 
ship should be averted, yet it is not right the 
receivers should refuse to go on with their 
trust. Judge Jenkins wished to know what 
they expected to gain by a consultation of 
the Judges. Mr. Flanders replied he thought 
they might agree upon a set of receivers that 
would be agreeable to all of them. This 
raised the point as to which of the courts 
would have primary jurisdiction. Mr. 
Flanders thought the Judges could settle 
this matter among themselves. 

Mr. Spooner said that now, on the eve ofa: 
bountiful harvest, for the Northern Pacific 
to be in the hands of a conflicting manage- 
ment was a thing to be avoided, and it was in 
the hope of avoiding this that the receivers 
had resigned. 

Judge Jenkins, in his opinion, said: 

For two years the jurisdiction of this court has 
never been challenged. All parties, the bond- 
holders, the stockholders, and all, have subjected 
themselves to the jurisdiction of this court. Fol- 
lowing the principle of comity whi@h exists be- 
tween courts, property in different -sections of 
the country cannot be properly administered when 
in the hands of receivers except through one 
court. 

I have no observations to make on the actions 
of the Washington court except to recognize the 
fact that when a bill was filed to foreclose on the 
property lying within its district it has jurisdic- 
tion as to that property, and if it chooses to refuse 
to recognize the principle of comity it has the pow- 
er to take the property and to appoint separate re- 
ceivers for it so far as it lies within its jurisdic- 
tion, but it does not follow that it has primary 
jurisdiction. The receivers were ordered by the 
Washington court to do acts they could not do 
in protection to their own interests and to that of 
their sureties. It is manifest that a compliance 
with the order would produce great confusion, 
would be detrimental to the property and the in- 
terests of the trust estate, and might produce a 
conflict between the courts, as the accounts which 
might be allowed by one court might not be al- 
lowed by the other. Under those circumstances 
the receivers have resigned. 

Every one admits a divided receivership will 
result in a loss in the administration of the es- 
tate, but that was a conclusion which failed to 
impress itself on the Circuit Court of Washington 
when it delivered its opinion. I will go as far as 
any one, but I recognize that it is the duty of 
this court, having accepted the responsibilities of 
this receivership, to so administer the property 
while in its charge that it shall go unharmed and 
uninjured to its successors. Personally, I would 
be glad to wash my hands of the management of 
the property. But I think it is the duty of the 
court to consider the resignation of the receivers 
and the appointment of their successors. 

It was suggested to the court that it would 
be advisable to appoint only two receivers. 
Judge Jenkins took the matter under ad- 
visement and said he would name the new 
receivers tomorrow. 

Judge J. F. Jones this afternoon granted 
an injunction against the Great Northern 
railway company to prevent raising the dis- 
tributive rates from Sioux Falls to points in 
the State. The complainants are Jewett 
Bros. & Jewett, who allege discriminations 
against Sioux Falls of 30 per cent in favor 
of Chicago and Sioux City and of still more 
favor of St. Paul. The hearing is set for

Cleveland, O., Sept. 27.—[Special.}—The Assur- 
ance Reserve company, a new stock fire company, 
was chartered Friday. Its incorporators and 
backers are the foremost men in Cleveland; its cap- 
ital is $500,000 and it will start out with a surplus 
of $125,000. Henry N. Staats of Chicago will 
probably be intrusted with the general manage- 
ment. In order to meet the need of merchants 
and manufacturers the company will furnish in- 
demnity on the basis of ample prootection by au- 
tomatic sprinklers and other means, including 
two sources of water supply. The plan will em- 
brace the following points: 

The company will write only protected mercan- 
tile and manufacturing risks. Policies will be 
written at the home office. The company will 
dispempe entirely with agents and brokers and 
thus avoid the evils and perils(involved in the 
commission business. Rates will be made direct 
with the assured afid the company will not be 
identified with any board of underwriters. It will 
employ skilled engineers and inspectors, thus guar- 
anteeing the efficiency of the fire apparatus. None 
but firms and companies of high standing will be 
insured, thereby avoiding fraudulent claims and 
making it safe to adjust at once and pay promptly 
all losses.
